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TEXAS AUTOMO’ (VE TRADE IN 
1926 SHOWS GAINS OVER 1925 





ALLAS, Tex., Dec. 30 (U. 


T. P. S.).—Despite the “low 


cotton scare’ at the season of the year when buying 
should be at the best, business in practically all automotive 
lines in Texas and parts of Oklahoma, Louisiana, Arkansas, 
New Mexico and Arizona during 1926 showed a substantia’ 
increase over 1925, both in amount of sales made and money 


involved. 

The December business in this 
district» was some 15 per cent. 
greater than that of November, 
and 12 peér cent. above that of the 
Same month last year. A good deal 
of. the December trade was for 
Christmas deliveries. Men engaged 
in nearly all lines of the industry 
Were in a campaign to “make it 
an automotive Christmas” and 
that campaign worked out to the 
benefit of the dealers and the satis- 
faction of the buyers. 

The new car sales in Texas 
for 1925 amounted to 126,480, 

valued at $146,480,000. 

The new car sales in Texas 
for 1926 (dealers, jobbers and 

asociations’ estimates) were 
148,990, valued at $150,000,000. 
The actual sale of new cars in 
Texas for the first ten months 
of 1926 equaled the total for 
1925. 

Used cars sales in Texas for 
1925 amounted to 112,460, valued 
at $56,230,000.-._The used car 
sales in Texas for 1926 (dealers 

and asociations’ estimates) 
totaled 137,400, valued at $68,- 
700,000. 

In estimiating the value of new 
ena-s sold, dealers have placed the 
average around $1,150. They have 
estimated the average value of the 
used cars sold at around $500. 

The medium-priced enclosed car, 
fully equipped and finished in gay 
colors, proved the best seller dur- 
ing 1926, but sport roadsters also 
sold well. 

In the used cars the bulk of the 
business was done by legitimate 
dealers who reconditioned the ma- 
chines and backed them with 30 
days’ service guarantees. Few of 
these used cars were more than 
three years old. 

Both in the new and the used 
ear business the majority of the 
deals involved trades and install- 
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ments plan payment. The notes} 
were distributed over ten to eigh- | 
teen- months. Collections have} 
been fair and the outlook for busi- | 
ness is good. 

The actual sale of tires in 
Texas in 1926 showed an in- 
crease of 10 per cent. over the 
total of 1925. The December 
business was 12 per cent. above 
the same month of 1925 and 10 
per cent. above that of the pre- 
ceding month. Balloons were 
the favorites in all sections. A 
considerable credit business has 
been done in tires. Dealers re- 
port collections are fair and the 
outlook for trade good. 

The accessory business in De- 
cember was 12 per cent. above that 
of November and 10 per cent. 
greater than for December, 1925. 
The “Give something for the car” 
campaign moved a great quantity 
ef goods, most all lines selling 
readily. The trade in heaters, 
curtains, tire chains, step-plates, 
windshield wipers, gloves and non- | 
freeze mixtures showed a big in- 
crease. Kquipment and parts sales 
in December were 10 per cent. 
better than for same month last 
year, and 5 per cent. above Novem- 
ber. 

Truck sales in Texas during 1926 
were 10 per cent. above those of 
the preceding year. The December 
sales were 12 per cent. greater 
than for November or the same 
month of 1925. There was a good| 
increase in the rural districts where 
low or medium-priced trucks of| 
one of one and a half tons capac- 
ity led the field. Truck sales in| 
rural districts involved long term! 
notes—-notes distributed over 
twelve to twenty-four months. 

The automobile dealers are 
entering the new year with fair 
stocks of the latest models and 
arrangements which will allow 
‘them to expand if necessary. 
They do not expect any slamp in 
the business for a few weeks, ex-

Olympia, Wash., Dec. 30.— 
Automobile dealers in this state 
increased in number during 1926, 
a total of 988 master dealers’ 
plates being issued during the 
year just closed, as against 905 
for the year previous. Additional 
dealers’ plates came to 3,926 in 
1926, compared with 3,387 for 
1925. 

More used cars were sold in this 
state during 1926, as evidenced by 
the increase in license transfers 
from 35,247 in 1925 to 43,014 in 
1926, according to License Director 
Cc. R. Maybury. 

An increase of 35,959 over the 
{total registration of automobiles in 
11925 was shown for 1926, with 
i377,187 motor vehicles for this 
year against 341,228 for last year, 
Of this number 308,237 private ve- 
hicles were registered in 1926, an 
increase of about 29,000 over 1925; 
52.893 motor trucks, a gain of 
5,900 over 1925. ‘For hire” cars 
decreased from 1,633 in 1925 to 
1.504 in 1926, but buses gained 
sixty-four, with 6465 registrations 
for 1926. 

Trailers increased from 1,595 to 
1,826. Motorcycles dropped from 
2,879 registrations in 1925 to 2,740 
in 1926. Motorcycle dealers de- 
creased from twenty in 1925 to fif- 
teen in 1926. 

Motor vehicles exempt from pay- 
ing license fees totaled 4,260 in 
1926, a decided increase over the 
total of 3,859 for 1925. Total mo- 
tor vehicle license collections for 
1926 were $5,624,186.57, compared 
with $4,980,026 in 1925.
